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REJECTIONS OF CLAIMS BASED ON PRIOR ART 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 103(a) as being unpatentable over the patent to 
Bois (6,131,374) in view of Ausnit (3,746,215) or Ausnit (3,991,801). The patent to Bois shows 
bag forming process comprising of longitudinally moving a film and attaching crosswise a 
fastener at 70 where in the fastener comprises laterally positioned webs on each of its profiles 
connected in U-shape (see Figure 3). The patent to Bois lacks the use of pouring spout. The 
patents to Ausnit shows a bag that comprises a structure 17,20, respectively, in combination with 
the fastener that is long enough to extend over the fastener when the structure is inverted over the 
fastener (see Figures 6 and 4, respectively) and act as pouring spouts while protecting the 
fastener. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to increase the length of the lateral 
webs 130 of Bois so that it could act as a pouring spout when inverted over the fastener 1 12 as 
shown by either of the Ausnit references so that the product can be dispensed easily while 
protecting the fastener. 



RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

Applicants arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the Ausnit '215 reference includes separate material that is attached 
to the fastener and not the claimed strips "that extend to form a membrane adapted for forming a 
pouring spout". It should first be noted that the claimed language does not preclude the use of a 
separate membrane that acts as a pouring spout. The claimed language reads on both separate 
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and integral forming spouts. Furthermore, the reference to Ausnit '801 is used in the rejection to 
show a pouring spout membrane that is integral and part of the fastener. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
